Leahy appeared in support of 
Preeident Roosevelt's new naval 
building program, calling for three 
additional battleships, 44 other 
combat vessels, 2"? auxiliary ves- 
sels and 1,000 more airplanes. 
Leahy's statement followed an 
Inquiry by 
Representative W. 
Sterling Cole, (.&., N. Y.), as to the 
number 
of battleships 
contem- 
plated under the proposed pro- 
gram. The authorizing measure 
Introduced by Chairman Vinson, 
(d., Ga.), calls for an increase of 
105,000 tons but does not specify 
the number. 
Leahy replied that if the present 
85,000 ton limit were continued It 
would mean three ships, making a 
total of 18 under age 
dread- 
naughts. 


Larger Ship* Could Pass. 


Representative Sutphin (d., N. J.) 
asked Leahy whether Battleships 
larger than 40,000 tons could pass 
thru the Panama canal. "I think 
they could,11 said Leahy. 
In response to questions by 
Representative 
McGrath 
(d., 
Calif.) Leahy said the navy would 
like to have additional shipbuild- 
ing facilities on the west coast. 
McGrath said he intended to offer 
an amendment to allocate some of 
the proposed construction to Pa- 
cific yards. 
Questioned as to the navy's 
policy af 
protecting 
citizens 
abroad, Leahy said it did not ex-

ONLY THREE OBJECT 


TO PROPOSED PLANS 


State Treasurer Finds Favor 


for Mailing Old Age 


Aid Checks. 


Only three counties have so far 
written State Treasurer Jensen in 
opposition to his proposal to mail 
old age assistance checks direct co 
recipients from the state rather 
than from the counties. Eighteen 
have written favoring it. 
The principal 
objection raised 
by officials of the three counties— 
Cheyenne, Merrick, and Jefferson 
—was that it would mean "further 
centralization" in the state govern- 
ment. 
"It would be another step by 
the state into the affairs of the 
county," wrote Cheyenne County 
Treasurer Pindell. 
"The intention 


of the assistance law was to leavn 
the matter in the hands of local 
authorities." 
Herbert Lock, Merrick county 
clerk, said the present plan was 
preferred, while George W. Pat- 
terson, chairman of the Jefferson 
county board, asserted he and hi1? 
colleagues are "opposed to any 
form of centralization." 
The consensus of those favoring 
the plan was that it would be more 
economical than at present anr 
that it should be extended to in- 
clude other forms of assistance 
to the blind and to the dependent 
children. 
In seeking the county officials' 
reaction tc the proposal, Jensen 
pointed out If enough favored the 
plan "we can make arrangements 
to take the matter up with the

BORAH SAYS WORLD- 


IS BEING MISLED 


Declares Same Kind of In- 


ternational Situation 


as Led to War. 


WASHINGTON. 
(IP). 
Senator 


Borah told the senate the world 
has been led to believe Great Brit- 
ain and the United States had an 
"alliance" for building up their 
navies. 


The Idaho veteran warned it 


was the same kind of situation 
that led to the World war. 


During a general debate over 


American foreign policy, it was 
defended by Chairman 
Fittman 


(d., Nev.) of the foreign relations 
committee and attacked by Sena- 
tor Johnson (r., Calif.). 
Pittman, replying to remarks 
by Johnson, said American foreign 
policy was the same as it had 
been ever since President Roose- 
velt took office—"non-intervention, 
non-interference in the affairs of 
other governments. 


Johnson retorted that President 
Roosevelt's Chicago speech sug- 
gesting a "quarantine" of warring 
nations, followed by the inconclu- 
sive Brussels conference on the 
far eastern situation, had left the 
nation "in the pusillanimous posi- 
tion of having threatened a nation 
and not carried thru." 
Borah said he had heard Pitt- 
man's statement "with great grati- 
fication" because of the "relation- 
ship between the chairman of the 
foreign relations committee and 
the state department." 
But he added that America was 
being placed in a dangerous posi- 
tion, in view of statements by its 
officials and those of foreign na- 
tions. 
Borah referred first to a state- 
ment he said was made by the 
British foreign secretary to parlia- 
ment that Great Britain and the 
United States had an understand- 
ing, and were in daily consultation 
on foreign policy.

Year Includes Lincoln 


Improvements. 


Gen. Mgr. Agee reported to the 


stockholders of the Lincoln Tele- 
phone & Telegraph company at 
their annual meeting Tuesday that 
in spite of declining revenues the 
budget adopted for 1938 contem- 
plates the expenditure of $950,000 
for new construction and equip- 
ment. Of this amount $750,000 will 
be expended for new equipment 
and installation in the Lincoln ex- 
change, the greater part of which 
is designed to increase long dis- 
tance" efficiency. 
Total revenues for the year were 
$2,738,750 and operating expenses, 
including taxes, totaled $2,165,352. 
The mounting tax total was indi- 
cated by the fact that taxes paid 
in 1937 were $39,506 more than 
for the previous year. Since 1929 
the tax item has increased yearly 
from $184,137 to $274,362. Wages 
that had been decreased in 1932 
have been restored with the ex- 
ception of those on the executive 
payroll. As of Dec. 31 the com- 
pany had 1,209 employes on its 
rolls, who received a total of 
$1,249,567, average wages 
paid

ACCEPTS AN OFFER 


State Saves $3,500 in Inter- 


est on Normal Dormi- 


tory Bonds. 


The state board of 
educational 
anda and funds gave its approval 
Tuesday to a proposal recently 
made by Kirkpatrick, Pettis & 
Loomis, bond brokers of Omaha, 
which Gov. Cochran figures will 
save the state $3,500 outright and 
will make unnecessary the ex- 
penditure of $15,00 of state 
tax 
noney needed for repairs at the 
Chadron state normal school dor- 
mitory, as the expense will be met 
out of profits of operation. 
The brokers now hold $60,000 of 
dormitory bonds issued for the 
Chadron normal, 595,000 issued for 
Kearney and $69,000 for 
Wayne. 
These bear 3.5 percent interest, 
and they offer to reduce the rate 
:o 3 percent for the remainder of 
:he time they have to run, If the 
state board will reduce the rate of 
interest from 3.25 to 3 percent on 
the $150,000 of Wayne, 5150,000 of 
Kearney and $140,000 of Kearney 
boys dormitory bonds, purchased 
as an investment for the state 
school fund. This interest reduc- 
tion is asked in,jorder that a mar- 
ket for their own holdings will be 
made. 
This will mean a reduced income 
for the state general school fund 
for the time its holdings of bonds 
run or are held, but will mean a 
saving of $6,765 for the state, 
which eventually will own the dor- 
mitories, for the remaining period 
of the old bonds. From this is to 
be deducted $3,265 to be paid the 
brokers for commissions and serv- 
icing the loans. 
The brokers also agree to ad- 
vance $15,000, taking bonds at 3 
percent for that amount, for the 
repair and remodeling of the olc 
boys' dormitory at 
Chadron, for 
which the normal board proposec 
to ask the legislature to appropri- 
ate from the general fund, on con- 
dition that the time of maturity of 
the old bond issue be extended five 
years, from 1955 to 1960. 
Permission was given by the 
brokers to the normal board to 
tear down the" old boys' dormitory 
at Wayne, branded as a fire haz- 
ard, and tb use the material for 
construction of the new building.

Refusal of the supreme court of 
the United States to permit in- 
junctions to be issued Interfering 
with the.holding of hearings by 
the national labor relations board 
ought to establish once and for 
all that, whether or not employers 
like the Wagner act, it is today 
the law of the land in every 
sense of the word. While often 
. proclaiming their sympathy with 
collective bargaining—provided it 
can be done by a formula which 
the employers like—the employer 
groups have failed thus far to say 
a kind word for the collective bar- 
gaining procedure laid down in 
the Wagner law. 
Even this very week, a deter- 
mined movement is on foot to dis- 
credit the labor board by a public 
investigation, with the hope that 
what is revealed will tend to prove 
the alleged worthlessness of the 
Wagner act itself. 
But here is where the conserva- 
lives make their prime mistake 


- in tactics. Instead of conceding 
collective bargaining, as providec 
in the Wagner law, and making 
their fight on the improper use or 
economic power by labor groups 
. who call unjustified 
strikes or 
who demand wage increases when 
there is no economic Justification 
for such demands and bring on in 
defensible interruptions to produc 
tion, the fight against collective 
bargaining itself is kept going 
with undiminished intensity.

Casualty and Surety 
Jnderwriters became e f f active 
Tuesday, giving: motorists rebates 
of approximately 15 percent of 
premiums at the end of each year 
m which they have no accidents. 
At the same time participating 
companies announced a readjust- 
ment of premium rates, making 
;hem lower in some territories and 
ligher in others than last year, 
DUt approximating a national av- 
erage increase of 5 percent. 
William Leslie, general manager 
of the bureau, said that in all 
cases the new rates include a 
"loading" charge "so that a driver 
who fails to earn a reward will 
pay a little more han the average 
indicated by past experience." 
Leslie said he believed the plan 
was "the greatest single contribu- 
tion ever made toward promoting 
individual 
interest 
In 
traffic 
safety." 
Walter Bennett, general counsel 
of the National Association of In- 
surance Agents, whose substitute 
program was rejected by the bu- 
reau, declared: "The safe driving 
plan is a misnomer. I don't think 
it. an answer to the problems of 
safe driving. It might encourage 
drivers to get away from an acci- 
dent so their safe driving record 
and rebates may be preserved.", 
Bennett said most agents were 
reluctant to handle the new plan, 
by which their commissions are

Prof Crawford said that Sea- 
brook s keen analysis of the under- 
lying principles and his triplica-

Nebraska railroads have asked 


he railway commission to revoke 
an order that has been in effect 
or nearly 30 years. 
The ordec 


orbitls railway companies to dis- 
ontinue passenger or freight train 
ervice until after an application 
laa been filed with the commis- 
ion, a hearing held and permis- 
ion granted' to make changes. 
The complaint of the railroads is 
.hat this unnecessarily 
and un- 


'easonably interferes with the ex- 
Tcise of proper methods of man- 
agement and also with efforts of 
aihvay managers to manage their 
iroperties efficiently and econorn- 
cally. 
The railroads point but 


.hat this does not eliminate or 
make ineffective any other powers 
if the commission. It may at any 
ime investigate complaints and 
irder service restored. 


The effect of granting this ap- 


>lication \vould be to give rail- 
•oad managers power to - make 
:hanges at will and eliminate or 
add train service wherever they 
may conclude that such changes 


•e necessary. -Railroad managers 


joint out that elimination of the 
rule would make possible great 
^avings in operation and cut out 
much expense of their accounting 
departments in preparing applica- 
ions for 
permission 
to make 


iliminations. 


The objection that will be made 


o approval 
of this application 


goes back to old abuses in rail- 
road 
management. 
Giving the 


railroads 
the- right 
to 
make 


changes in passenger or freight 
service would, of course, not take 
away from the commission its 
)ower to restore service. It would 
change the procedure, 
however, 


and place the burden of proof and 
reparation for all hearings on 
;he patrons of the 
roads. 
It 


Would in some cases involve the 
lublic in expensive litigation in 
the effort to have service restored. 
From the public viewpoint the 
situation is much better as it is, 
and the railway commission will 
ilease the patrons of .the roads 
3y refusing to approve the appli- 
cation. 


Undoubtedly the railroads give 


some service at a loss. 
Every 


Business concern does the same. 
The railway commission has -been 
generous with the railroads in 
approving applications for elim- 
ination of service where this does 
not work too much of a hardship 
on rail patrons. The rule as it 
now stands is better for all con- 
cerned. Arbitrary action on the 
part of railroad 
managers 
has 


never improved the position of the 
roads with the public. 


THE ENDYMION SINKING. 
The British steamer Endymion 


has been sunk in the Mediter- 
•anean off the coast of Spain, by 
i submarine in the service of the 
nsurgents. This probably means 
.hat the submarine was operated 
by Italians" and was an Italian 
ship. If not, it was German, or, 
t is remotely possible, rebel Span- 
sh. The rebels have in their serv- 
ce, Italian and" German forces. 


The sinking of the Endymion 


would have resulted in a total loss 
of life had it not been for a loyal- 
st vessel which came to the res- 
cue. Even the rescue work was 
not very- successful since the ship 
sank. in four minutes and the 
ship's commander, his wife, a 
Swedish official and eight mem- 
bers of the crew were drowned. 
The ship was a neutral vessel 


trying a cargo of coal. 
The British have not had time 


o collect their thoughts on this 
disaster. They probably have no 
•pinions to express, as yet. Tlje 
mplications of the act seem clear, 
however. The sinking of this sliip 
s a warning to Britain. 


The British are expected to see 


n this act a warning to keep 
away from. Japan. The naval ma- 
neuvers at Singapore, which, inci- 
dentally, are being participated in 
by ships from the United States 
'leet, were designed as a gesture 
for the benefit of the Japanese. 
The sinking of the Endymion is 
a warning to Britain to keep her 
varships closer to 
home. The 


jlace for the British is in the 
Mediterranean, not the China sea. 


The British will not like this de- 
elopment. They will be much con- 


cerned about the yEndymion. But 
;hey will have to take it and like 
t. The time for intervention in 
Spain has long since passed. Un- 
ess Britain wants a war with 
Italy on its hands, the sinking of 
.he Endymion will have to be 
overlooked. 


DEFINING NLRB--.POWERS. 
The United States supreme court 


has handed down a decision hold- 
ing that federal courts do not have 
the authority to enjoin proceedings 
of the national labor relations 
board. This promises to be a far 
reaching decision since it leaves 
the board free from the restrain- 
ing influence of the court injunc- 
tion. 


The court decided, -in this case, 


that there was no final order from 
which an appeal could properly 
be taken until after the board had 
issued orders against a company, 
and that no damage could be 
shown until that stage of the pro- 
ceedings is reached. • 


The supreme court has not de- 


stroyed the right of appeal for 
companies coming under surveil- 
lance by the labor relations hoard 
It lias only thrown a sort of safe- 
guard around board proceedings 
No Oamage or hurt can result from 
these proceedings, in the opinion 
of the court. 


When 
the 
board has 
finally 


reached a decision and issued an 
order, no enforcement can follow 
the issuance of the order until a 
compliance decree has been ob- 
tained from the circuit court. The 
board's appeal to the court, the 
supreme court holds, is open to 
challenge. If it is shown by the 
defendant that the order will do 
unlawful damage, then the circui 
court will refuse tho compliance 
decree. 


The labor relations board is an 


investigating; 
and 
fact 
finding 


body. After it has done its work 
and made its recommendations ii 
must depend upon the circuit courl 
for authority to make them effec 
live. The court unanimously held 
therefore, tlint no damage coulr 
result from the work of the board 
and the district courts had 
n 


right to interfere with that work 


FOOTNOTES.

.odged against

body. The 


board is accused of de'priving em- 
ployers of their rights and it is 
accused even of depriving some 
labor groups of their rights in 
favor of other labor groups. Such 
charges tend to interfere with the 
establishment of collective bar- 
gaining on a sound, and impartial 
basis, and if true, they bespeak 
the impairment of the system of 
collective bargaining at its very 
Fountainhead. It should be to the 
interest of labor and the board as 
well 
as that 
of the 
employing 


groups 
to 
have such 
charges 


cleared up without delay. 


Senator Burke's proposed inves- 


tigation is directed to a number of 
specific accusations concerning the 
handling of cases and the conduct 
of the board's agents. 
Thei'e is 


another point on which there has 
been a great deal of criticism and 
it might be well to have that also 
brought within the purview of any 
investigation that is proposed or 
authorized. In its zeal to protect 
employes from intimidation at Lhe 
bands of employers the board' has 
to all practical intents and pur- 
poses .made it impossible for an 
employer to discuss labor relations 
\vith his employes singly or by 
group or in any way except thru 
the machinery of collective bar- 
gaining. 


It 
may 
properly 
be 
asked 


whether it is necessary for the 
board to go as far as it has gone 
or whether it ought not to make 
some effort 
to 
(Discriminate be- 


tween discussions which have in- 
timidation for their purpose nnd 
those which are inspired solely by 
a desire to promote fair dealing1. 


This may be a difficult ques- 


tion, 
but it is one 
which 
has 


caused no end of controversy. If 
an investigation is held, its value 
would be enhanced by bringing 
such controversies under review. 


The law enforcement 
situation 


in Los Angeles is deplorable. Gang 
outbreaks are frequent.

A Lincoln man 
n Topeka Sunday morning wanted 
to buy a Sunday newspaper. The 
cost was a dime and a mill. To 
pay therefore he gave 11 cents 
and got nine mill tokens in re- 
turn. The stock question made by 
clerks where small purchases are 
made is "Have you got a mill?" 
or "Do you have a token?" It is 
necessary to carry two kinds of 
money in that state—real money 
and state tokens. In Kansas City, 
vlo., some gambling houses are 
said to use the tax tokens 'for 
dice and poker chips. 


Kansas business people are al- 


most a unit in saying that "nuis- 
ance tax" is a proper designation 
for the sales tax. A special ses- 
sion of the legislature, has been 
called in Kansas, to do something 
to this tax. There is no hope for 
relief 
from 
its 
burdens. 
The 


scheme is to transfer the portion 
of the tax that has been going to 
the counties for relief purposes to 
the state, to be administered by 
the state for the same use. In 
other words the burden will be 
.ifted from the counties that now 
lave insufficient money for that 
purpose, and will be placed on the 
state. It is pointed out that those 
who are beneficiaries of the sales 
tax are also contributors to its

mutuel. It was an entering wedge 
and the slot machine is another 
wedge, a wedge that may well 
make the state more wide open 
and inviting for those who live off 
the earnings of others.

A'phantom "old age assistance" 
issue is held out to secure favor 
for the machine makers and those 
who would profit from their use. 
It is another tax, one that will be 
largely paid by the school chil- 
dren and the younger element of 
the state.

day there is no law that can be 
invoked to prohibit the use of 
straight vending machines. It is 
only where the element of chance 
enters that the machine may be 
banned now. There may be occu- 
pation taxes that make their use 
unprofitable, but there can be no 
prohibition against honest vending 
machines.

So many curious things are-in- 


dulged in by the human race that 
one more does not make any dif- 
ference. A poll was recently taken 
of the public as to whether Mooney 
is guilty of the crime for which 
he was convicted 21 years ago. 
Not one person in a hundred who 
voted, we should say, ever heard 
or read the evidence, and do not. 
know whether the man was guilty 
or innocent. In* fact many who.

do not know. The business of a 
jury is to pass upon the factsf but 
here is a great public jury pre- 
tending to pass on the facts with- 
out knowing what they are. 


It is very irritating, "of course, 
to the critics of" the nazi regime 
that the people of Germany seem 
to be entirely satisfied with things 
as they are. If in fact they are 
satisfied it is all right with us. 
It is their business, and if they 
want to be ordered around by 
swashbuckling sword rattlers and 
punished if they express an opin- 
ion about the government it is 
really none of our business. It is, 
however, inexplicable in the face 
of what we know about the Ger- 
mans among us. No people, how- 
ever, ever 
long- endured such 
yokes. They chafe in time. 


Behaving one's self pays such 
large dividends in health, fortune 
and in the respect of others that 
it is a wonder the devil's advocate 
is able to lure so many persons 
to their own devastation if not 
destruction. He is such a plausible 
fellow that he is able to induce 
those who do behave themselves 
to sort of writhe when somebody 
calls them good boys or men. He 
has made lots of persons self con- 
scious by calling them sissies. Yet 
sissy • is merely a corruption of 
sister, and sister seems to be quite 
a popular person herself among 
the men. 


.The fact seems to be fairly well 


established that if John L. Lewis 
had not ordered his delegates to 
the peace conference to refuse to 
agree on the compromise plan they 
had approved in conference, the 
internal labor warfare would be at 
an end. Any compromise that 
C. I. O. is able to make would pull 
out a lot'of Lewis' tail feathers, 
and without tail feathers a cock 
of the walk cannot do very much 
effective strutting. Being a labor 
leader and hence presumably im- 
bued with a burning desire to re- 
move all of labor's handicap does 
not make a god of a man; he 
seems to be just as human and 
selfish as the rest of us.

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


A MlraoU I* Child'* Play for 


$o me. Doctor*. 


A metropolitan paper pulled a 
.smart one on a number of doctors 
who were pathetically eager to 
get their names in the paper, at 
the time a lost baby was found. 
It seems there was some doubt 
whether the baby had been kid- 
naped or whether he had just wan- 
dered away. Anyway he was found 
in the underbrush five days after 
he had disappeared. 
First the doctor in charge of the 
little hospital where the child was 
taken for treatment announced in 
that ponderous way that the in- 
fant could have lived for days on 
grass, taking in sufficient water 
thru the pores to prevent dehydra- 
tion. 
This doctor thus unpretentiously 
brushed aside all the teachings of 
physiologists and told the world 
that in a pinch the human skin 
can take in water thru the pores. 


Of course the physiologists rea- 
lize that they are mere laboratory 
workers and have not had the ad- 
vantage of actual practice, actual 
contact with newspaper reporters 
and the boon of wide acquain- 
tance with an admiring ' public. 
Maybe if they'd come out of the 
laboratory 
and attend a few 
snappy sessions of the Rotary club 
they'd learn what's going on in the 
world. It seems regrettable that 
the physiologists should be so posi- 
tive that nothing is absorbed thru 
the pores or thru the skin, neither 
water nor food nor medicine nor 
poison, when this eminent hospital 
director so easily divines from his 
inner consciousness that the life 
of the infant in this instance was 
saved by the- imbibing of water 
thru the pores. 
A medical woman, associate of 
the hospital director, got in on the 
free publicity, too. "He could not 
have lived without water," she 
added, "and while It is true that 
the body absorbs a good deal of 
water thru the skin, I doubt that 
in this case it would hav6 been 
enough to maintain life." 
Now that's what I call a good 
healthy doubt. More power to the 
good woman's doubter, if she has 
to work with or under the doctor 
who reverses the function of the 
skin she will have frequent oc- 
casion to start up her doubter. In 
fact she should keep it idling con- 
stantly while her chief is about. 
The big chief even 
suggests 
where the 21 months old infant 
obtained the water to absorb thru 
the skin. It dropped onto his skin 
as he tottered 
thru 
drenched 
thickets. 
Curious and interesting circum- 
stances: One of the baby's shoes 
was found on top of a four foot 
wall—beyond 
the 
baby's 
own 
reach. However, a trifle like that 
would not'detain an eminent hos- 
pital chief long when he is speak- 
ing for publication. One has to 
make hay while the sun shines. 
Seriously, isn't it about tune that 
the publicity—hungry members of 
our noble profession take ah eve- 
ning off and brush up a bit on 
physiology—20th century physiol- 
ogy ? If they will do this they will 
not so readily make monkeys of 
themselves. They will be aston- 
ished to learn that no one has ever 
proved that anything is absorbed 
thru the unbroken skin-—either 
water or food or medicine or poi- 
son.It would be a miracle, indeed, if 
a child should survive five days 
on water absorbed thru the skin.

CURTIS.—The state of Nebras- 
ka is receiving a lot of advertis- 
ing at the present time as the 
"white" spot in tax matters. The 
discussion of this matter promises 
to wax hot during the coming 
year, and it Is possible that the 
jury of public opinion 'will pro- 
nounce our state system as not 
white in the matter of taxation. 


An 
unprejudiced 
study 
will 


show perhaps that our state does 
not collect its taxes from citizens 
according to their ability ,to pay. 
It will show that our farmers pay 
about 70 percent of the 
taxes, 


even tho they may not have 20 
percent of the income as has hap- 
pened during, three of tbe past 
four years. It will show that there 
have been thousands of properties 
sold for taxes each year. It will 
show that we had to have a spe- 
cial delinquent tax law to try to 
get a lot of property again on the 
tax roll. Accumulated back taxes 
have caused many homes to be 
foreclosed. Salary earnings of the 
state amount to about 500 million 
dollars per year and it would be 
an exceptionally prosperous year 
foo farmers if they received that 
amount. 
Other business earnings 


are said to be nearly twice that 
amount. 


It is argued that any other sys- 


tem would mean a sales tax or 
an income tax, and it is pointed 
out how inconvenient it would be 
to use tokens and pennies paying 
a sales tax. However, it can also 
be said that the greater major- 
ity of the present tax payers find 
it extremely inconvenient 
to pay 


their taxes in the present form. 
We might all do wisely to study 
the tax question without prejudice 
and seek the most equitable sys- 
tem.

State 
expenses have risen .steadily and 
rapidly during these very years of 
drouth, grasshoppers and diminish- 
ing incomes. On the other hand 
school expenses have steadily de- 
creased and borne the brunt of the 
diminishing incomes. Is it fair to 
the children, to the future of our 
proud state to support a top- 
heavy bureaucratic government at 
the expense of the schools and 
continue to keep a heavy burden 
on the property owner to the ad- 
vantage of the high income group ? 
Let us not be easily deceived as 
to new taxes and where both old 
and new are going.

BLACK DISSENTS FROM 


DECISIONS OF COURT 


Supreme Court Justice Is 


Alone in Opposing Major- 


ity Opinions. 


WASHINGTON 
(JP) Associate 


Justice Hugo L Black urged the 
supreme court abandon a 52 year 
old interpretation of the consti- 
tution giving coiporations the pro- 
tection of the 14th amendment 
The amendment provides that no 
state may "depuve any person of 
life 
libei ty or pi operty without 


due process of law ' 
The court long has held that 


the word ' person' means corpora- 
tions as well as individuals Black 
suggested this had wrongly sub- 
jected state laws regulating cor- 
porations to "censorship of the 
U S courts " 


President Roosevelt's first ap- 


pointee to the supreme tribunal, 
Black expressed his views in dis- 
senting to the opinion of seven of 
his colleagues that California can- 
not tax premiums received by the 
Connecticut General Life 
Insur- 


ance company from other insur- 
ance companies doing business in 
California 
"A constitutional interpretation 


that is wiong should not stand ' 
Black said ' I believe this court 
should now overiule previous de- 
cisions which interpreted the 14th 
amendment to 
include 
corpora- 


tions The states di« not adopt thp 
amendment with knowledge of its 
sweeping meaning under its pres- 
ent construction No section of the 
amendment gave notice to the peo- 
ple that, if adopted, it would sub- 
ject every state law and munici- 
pal ordinance affecting 
corpora- 


tions (and all administrative op- 
tions under them) to censorship of 
the U S courts No word in all 
this amendment gave 
any 
hint 
that its adoption would deprive 
tbe states of their long recognized

eadache, nausea and actual col- 
apse may occur as a result of the 
infamiliar condition of high alti- 
ude. There is a marked difference 
etween the air pressure as found 
n New York City and in Leadville, 
Colo., a mile above sea level. Grad- 
ial approach to the higher level 
icrmits the body to adjust itself, 
tut in flying that difference in level 
nay be reached in a few seconds.

arrying oxygen which can be 
breathed to neutralize the effects 
if the altitude in which they fly

A group of Lincoln people are 


planning, under the direction of 
Rev. Thomas M. Cooper of Bridge- 
ton, N. J., to form a branch of the 
Presbyterian church of America 
here. Rev. Mr. Cooper said Tues- 
day. The denomination was formed 
in Juno, 1036, directly after the 
general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church in the United States 
of America, as a protest against 
what its founders term the mod- 
ernism and "unbelief" of the par- 
ent denomination. 
Thirteen people met last Sunday 


in the home of G. H. Graham, and 
the group will meet next Sunday 
in the home of C. E. Logerwell. 
They hope to have the new church 
oi'ganized in about two weeks, 
Rev. Mr. Cooper said. No location 
for the church has yet been deter- 
mined. 
The only other church of the 


new denomination in Nebraska is 
located at Aurora. It was formed 
last August by Dr. James Brown, 
who resigned from the pastorate 


i. of the Federated Church of Aurora 
and at that time issued; a state- 
ment denouncing the modernism 
of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America.
